ARMS MESSAGE 
REACTION FRIENDLY 


Dr. Butler, Republican, and 


Many Others in U. S. and 
Abroad Wire Their Con- 
gratulations.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—En- 
couraged by reports of the recep- 
tion given by the world to his arms 
message of yesterday, President, 
Roosevelt made it a point today to 
listen by radio te the speech by 
Adolf Hitler on German aspira- 
tions. 

President Roosevelt was described 
at the White House as heartened 
by Chancellor Hitler’s indorsement 
of his move for peace. 

Official dispatches from abroad 
were said by Secretary of State 


' Hull to indicate that the general 


impression made by the message on 
statesmen and the rank and file of 
populations everwhere was favor- 
able. 

With the President in the White 
House proper to hear the speech 
were Postmaster-General Farley, 
Assistant Secretary Moley of the 
State Department and members of 
the President’s personal staff. 

Arrangements were made for the 
President and his diplomatic ad- 
visers to get the text of the speech 
as quickly as possible. 

Meanwhile, a growing heap of 
messages, among them telegrams 
from Nicholas Murray Butler and 
John W. Davis, testified to the ef- 
fect of the President’s appeal} to 
the world over the country. 

Butler, Republican, and president 
of Columbia University, said: “This 
is the moral and intellectual leader- 
ship for which American intelli- 
gence and American character have 
so long been waiting.” 

“T congratulate you upon the 
form, temper and timeliness of your 
message to the Powers,” Davis, for- 
mer Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee, said. “It stirred the proper 
note.” 

From Geneva, where he is head 
of the American delegation to the 
wheat conference, Henry Morgen- 
thau Sr, cabled: “Delighted with 
your doctrine. Everybody here 
most enthusiastic.” 

“Your arms statement today will 
always be regarded as one of our 
greatest state papers,” Clarence E. 
Martin, president of the American 
Bar Association, wired from Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va. 

Frank J. Loesch of Chicago, for- 
mer member of the Wickersham 
Commission, called the message 
“epoch making” and Hugh L 
Cooper, New York engineer, who 
has directed many projects for the 
Soviet, said: “This message will do 
more to produce world peace than 
all the conferences that have here- 
tofore been held on this vital sub- 
ject.” 

Burton L. French, former mem- 
ber of Congress from Idaho, said: 
“You are pointing the pathway to 
peace.” Arthur Murray cabled 
from London that the “splendid 
message” had created a profound 
impression in all circles there. 

There were many messages of 
congratulation from peace societies 
over the country and many from 
the rank and file of the citizenry. 
W. O. McGowin of Jacksonville 
Beach, Fia., said; “Excellent. You 
tell them.” 

Henry L. Stimson, Secretary of 
State under President Hoover, tele- 
graphed from Fort Bliss, Tex: 
“Heartiest congratulations on your 
message to the nations. I hope and 

believe that it will have far-reach- 
ing effect.”

He pleaded with the victors that 
the advantages of the moment are 
nothing compared with the develop- 
ment of centuries. : 

Germany, France and Poland wil 
continue to exist, he said, and “Ger- 
many wants nothing she is not 
ready to give to others.” 

Offering a recapitulation of the 
arms Germany has destroyed, and 
asserting that the nation now is dis- 
armed, Hitler declared: 


Troopers of the Nazi party stand 
in any relation to the Reichswehr 
and that they constitute militarily 
trained units or army reserves. 

“The Storm Troops started with- 
out any aid or financial support by 
the state, the Reich or the Reichs- 
wehr, and without any military 
training and equipment, merely for 
party purposes and needs. 

“Solely” Against Communists. 

“Their purpose was and is solely 
the removal of the Communist dan- 
ger. Their organization is purely 
for propaganda purposes. 

“The Steel Helmet (organization 
of war veterans allied with the Na- 
tionalist party) arose from the 
memory of common experience in 
the trenches for the purpose of 
fostering the tradition of comrade- 
shipᷣ and also to protect Germany 
from communism. 

“The danger of Communism oth- 
er nations cannot measure. If the 
statesmen at Geneva claim that 
these are military units they might 
as well include also fire depart- 
ments, turnvereins, rowing clubs 
and sports organizations.” 

Hitler, beginning in an even 
voice, afterward warmed to his sub- 
ject, especially when he claimed for 
the new young Germany rights and 
privileges the same as any other 
nation. There were roars of ap- 
plause when he scathingly detailed 
his account of the injuries inflicted 
on Germany by the victors in the 
war, saying that; these facts could 
not be compensated for by sancti- 
monious phrases.

“The American President’s pro- 
posal places Germany under warm 
obligations,” he said. “Germany ts 
ready without reserve to agree to 
this method of relieving the inter- 
national crisis for it, too, is of the 
opinion that without solution of the 
disarmament question no lasting 
economic reconstruction is possible. 

“It is ready unselfishly to partici- 
pate in this work of putting in or- 
der the political and economic con- 
ditions of the world.

“Germany is ready to join every 
solemn non-aggression pact, for 
Germany is not thinking of aggres- 
sion but of security. 

U. S. as “Guarantors of Peace.” 

“Gérmany would see in the reali- 
zation ef the high-minded proposal 
of the American President, by 
which the mighty United States are 
to be injected into Europe as guar- 
antors of peace, a great tranquiliza- 
tion for all who sincerely favor 
peace. : 

“We have no more earnest wish 
than contributing toward healing 
the wounds ‘of the war and of the 
Versailles treaty. Germany desires 
to proceed along no other path than 
that recognized as justified by the 
treaties themselves. 

“Every military act in Europe, 
even in the event of complete suc- 
cess, would, if measured by its sac- 
rifices, stand in no relation to pos- 
sible final gain.” 

Says Threats Are Futile. 

“Under no circumstances,” Hitler 
said, “will the German Government 
and the German people let them- 


selves be compelled to sign any- 
thing that would mean continua- 
tion of Germany’s disqualification. 
No attempt to threaten can make 
any impressiagn. 

“It is thinkable that, contrary 
to all law and morals, Germany 
should be violated, but it is un- 
thinkable and out of the question 
that such an act by our signature 
could obtain legal sanction. 

“Every attempt to impose on 
Germany by majority vote, cont- 
trary to the clean meaning of the 
treaties, could only be dictated by 
the intention to remove us from 
the conferences, . 

“The German people today have 
character enough in such case not 
to insist on forcing their co-opera- 
tion on other nations, but they 
would draw the only possible conse- 
quences, though with a heavy 
heart. As a people continuously 
defamed, it would be difficult to 
continue to belong to the League 
of Nations. 

“Germany sees the crisis of our 
time. For years Germany has 
warned of the methods which must 
lead to this political and economic 
result. If these methods continue, 
the result cannot be doubted.” 

He said that 224,900 Germans had 
committed suicide from despair 


since the treaty of Versailles was | 


signed. 

Hitler finished his address at 
4:02 p. m. with a plea for world co-

“I have received complaints against 
this, and certainly.do not consider 
it good practice to permit control 
of the field to get away from the 


city,” Scullin said. 
Phil Ball Tells of Complaint. 
Phil DeC. Ball, owner of the 
Browns baseball club, who former- 
ly was associated with Frank H. 
Robertson, head of the Robertson 
company, told his fellow members 
}of -the Commission that American 
Airways, one of the country’s lead- 
ing airlines, had “threatened to 
leave the airport because of Rob- 
ertson.” “He buys gasoline for six 
cents and sells it for a quarter. If 
that keeps up he will have them all 
eating: out of his hand.” 
rge M. Parker, chairman of 
the Air Board of the Chamber of 
Commerce and a new member of 
the Airport Commission, said the 
Robertson company had had vir- 
tual-.control of gasoline and oil 
sales at Lambert field. “This is a 
mistake,” Parker said. “Companies 
operating airplanes have their own 
preferences in gasoline and oil, but 
under the present arrangement 


sells them.” 
Lambert Favors Fuel Inquiry. 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert said 
he thought the hangar leases were 
fair, but asserted he favored an in- 
vestigation of the gasoline situa- 
tion, especially in regard to the pro- 
posed erection of storage tanks, 
which may endanger the high 
safety rating of the airport. 

The ordinance authorizing leases 
on four hangars and tank storage 
space to the Robertson company 
for 24 years was signed by Acting 
Mayor Neun on April 17, the day 
before Mayor Dickmann = took 
office.

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SCHOOL TAX RATE 
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Last Year in Line With 
City Officials’ Plan. 


As a result of a 2-cent reduction 
in the school tax rate made by the 
Board of Education late yesterday, 
the total tax rate in St. Louis for 
1933 will be the same as last year— 


$2.74 on the $100 assessed valuation. 
It had been thought recently’ the 
total rate might be $2.78 or pos 
sibly $2.80 or-higher. This was 
avoided by the action of the Board 
of Education in rescinding a 2-cent 
rate for its interest and sinkin 
fund and the decision of the Boa 
of Estimate and Apportionment last 
week not to increase the city’s in- 
terest and sinking fund rate of 39 
cents. 
As now finally adopted, the total 
rate for tax bills due next autumn 
is divided the same as last year’s 
The divisions: Schools (general pur- 
poses), 85 cents; city (genera] pur- 
poses), $1.27; Public Library, 4 
cents; Art Museum, 2 cents; Forest 
Park Zoo, 2 cents; city interest and 
sinking fund, 39 cents; State (all 
purposés), 15 cents. 
The Board of Estimate had urged 
the Board of Education to keep the 
school rate at last year’s level, to 
avoid any increase in the total. A 
special Board of Educatien meeting 
was called as a result. Mayor Dick- 
mann, City Counsel Hay, Comptrol- 
ler Nolte and Deputy Comptroller 
Gunn attended, participating in in- 
formal discussion with the school 
directors. The nature of the con- 
ference was unusual, as relations 
between the board and the city gen- 
erally have been. formal. 
Counselor Hay said the School 
Board’s action was desirable to help 
capitalize an effort to collect taxes, 
delinquent and current, which the 
city plans to start as a civic move- 
ment.

The introduction of the four-

He was graduated 
from Princeton in 1882, received 
his master’s degree three years 
later and that of doctor of philos- 
ophy in 1893.

‘Mixed Reaction in English Press—France 
‘Warms to Proposals After Ambassador 
| Sends Explanation.  —_ 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 17.—The Times, 
commenting on President Roose- 
velt’s appeal to the nations of the 
world, denoted it as the “most stir- 
ring appeal to nations of the world 
yet heard for concerted action in 
political and economic spheres.” 
The paper noted as a highly im- 
portant point the fact that the mes- 
sage “restates the readiness of the 
United States to take part in a con- 
sultative pact” in defense of any 
victim of aggression. It recalled 
that former Secretary of State 
Stimson enunciated the doctrine 
that no signatory of the Kellogg 
pact would be neutral in the event 
of its violation, and assumed that 
toth Republicans and Democrats 
now “stand behind the policy, 
which should have a profound ef- 
fect in re-establishing a sense of 
security.” 

Daily Telegraph Disappointed. 
The Daily Telegraph, on the oth- 
er hand, expressed disappointment 
at the President’s “noncommittal 
attitude.” It did not see the ex- 
pression as an adhesion to a con- 
sultative pact. 

“What Europe desires from 
America,” the Telegraph declared, 
“is an assurance that the latter 
would, in event of war breaking 
out, promptly manifest disapproval 
of the aggressor by some action to 
his detriment, such as refusal of 
protection to United States nation- 
als trading with the offending na- 
tion. American intervention might 
resolve into a disarmament difficul- 
ty if it assumed concrete, practical 
form.

War Office. Spokesman 
Says Note’ Is Embarrass- 
ing Because of Situation 
in China.

TOKIO, May 17.—A War Office 
spokesman sxid today that Japan, 
because of its present operations 
in North China, would be embar- 
rassed by President Roosevelt's 
suggestion that nations refrain 
from sending armed forces outside 
their borders. 

“Japan is second to none in lov- 
ing real peace,” he said, “but if the 
assurance of peace means the main- 
tenance of status quo regardless of 
circumstances, Japan would be 
unable to subscribe to the sugges- 
tion.” 

He expressed the belief, however, 
that Japan might agree not to in- 
crease armaments until a proposed 
conference could be held. 

The foreign office, beyond char- 
acterising it as “very important,” 
declined to comment at present on 
the Roosevelt statement, as it had 
been sent direct to the Emperor. 

Soon after receipt, a spokesman 
explained: “The foreign office is 
unable to anywise to comment on 
what the President of the United 
States communicated- directly to 
the Emperor of Japan.” 

The Emperor, he said, “never 
speaks with foreign nations on po- 
litical matters.” 

The proposed pledge concerning 
troops evoked the question: “What 
about the troops already across?”

‘Germany: A Slavic Point of View. 
To-the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

4 LL the excesses and barbarities that 
A the Hitler regime is committing are 
Being attributed to the so-called “injus- 
tices” of the Versailles Treaty. Not for 
nothing have the Germans been spending 
$10,000,000 annually for propaganda, ac- 
cording to French allegations. It re- 
mains to be seen if world opinion will 
be gullible enough to believe the Nazi ex- 
planations why Germany has reverted to 
the barbarism of the Middle Ages. The 
iron will and intolerance of Prussianism 
are as strong and rampant as in pre-war 
days. They have never slumbered. Ger- 
many is now, as always, determined to 
cram her particular brand of culture 
down the throats of the peoples of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe, most of whom 
are Slavs. ae | — 
‘What moral right has Germany to vili 
fy the Versailles Treaty as unjust to her- 
self for the benefit of the Poles when, 
for over 150 years, she had the privilege 
of exploiting the richest sections of one- 
third of the Polish nation with its 
wealth of minerals? The partitions of 
Poland, by virtue of which the Teutonic 
element of Central Europe (Germany and 
Austria) attained to much of their pre- 
war greatness, are now generally regard- 
ed as ancient history and irrelevant to 
the present issues. : 

‘This is a grievous mistake. German 
industrial greatness was, to a consider- 
able extent, built upon the mineral 
wealth of the lands she had annexed, 
Poland and Alsace-Lorraine. Without 
these lands, it is doubtful if Germany 
could have attained to sufficient power 
to’ carry on the World War as effective- 
ly as she did. She incorporated these 
lands into one economic unit. Now that 
they have been restored to their right- 
ful owners, German economy suffers as 
a consequence. Germany's pré-War pros- 
perity and her high standard of living 
and‘culture were then built upon a pre- 
carious, unjust basis. Yet she is deter- 
mined to bring back her pre-war ascend- 
ancy, even if by so doing she brings on 
another world war. 

We hear the familiar argument of re- 
pudiation that the younger German gen- 
eration, not having been responsible for 
the World War, will not be held respon- 
sible for the sins and mistakes of their 
fathers. This is selfish, unfair reasoning. 
Had their fathers left them assets and 
advantages instead of debts and chaos, 
they would have been just as emphatic 
and vociferous in their determination to 
preserve their patrimony and their right 
to enjoy its benefits. 

All such arguments have as their ba- 
sis the contention that the past is dead 
and buried. Such. a philosophy is er- 
roneous. The past never dies—except in 
time. Its effects and results niust as 
surely be faced as the-future. The 
French system of European peace and 
justice, based upon the Versailles Treaty, 


is, whatever odium and reécriminations 


be heaped upon it, the fairest, most just 
arrangement that could be made of the 
welter of Central and East European na- 
tionalities. Under this opportu- 
nities and justice are ended to aill, 
not merely the Germans. If Germany 
had her way,.the Slavic eleménts ‘in 
Europe—Poland,  Czecho-Slovakia and 
Jugo-Slavia—would be oppressed, stb- 
merged and relentlessly exploited so that 
“she could enjoy a high standard of liv- 
ing.

Score a goal for our local Federal Judges. 

The United States Supreme Court has ordered an 
end of the practice of appointing separate or ancillary 
receivers in various localities for chain stores and 
similar large enterprises when they become insolvent. 
Federal District Judges may no longer appoint such 
receivers unless they obtain the consent of the court 
where the original bankruptcy proceedings are insti- 
tuted, and then only when they obtain the consent 
of the receivers originally appointed. 

Under the old system, ancillary receivers could be 
appointed for a nation-wide bankrupt corporation by 
any Judge in whose district the corporation main- 
tained a branch. Each ancillary recéiver, of course, 
was paid a fee, and each ancillary réceiver was given 
an attorney, who also was paid a fee. This gréatly 
increased the cost of settling bankrupt properties. 
‘We applaud the Suprenie Court for this step, but 
should like to add that Federal Judges Davis and 
Faris have pursued this policy locally for several 
yéars, the latest instance beifig Judge Davis’ refusal 
to authorize ancillary receivers in the Nugent case.

DEAN. RUTLEDGE ‘ON CHILD. LABOR. 
In his brilliant discussion of the legal aspects of 


ence E. Martin of the American Bar Association, who 
attacked the child labor amendment in a recent St. 
Louis speech. More important, his masterly analysis 
of the two Supreme Court decisions on the subject 
leaves little doubt, not only that the court leaned 
backward, but that, if the question were submitted 
again, ample basis exists for reversal. 


It will be recalled that the first child labot law was 


declared unconstitutional on the ground that it was 
an improper use of the right of Congress to regulate 
interstate commerce. The court divided, five to four, 
and the majority opinion, rendered by Justice Day, is 
termed by Dean Rutledge to be “a tissue of inconsis- | 
‘tencies.” The second child labor law was based on 
the constitutional power to tax, and the Supreme 
Court’s majority opinion, written by Chief Justice 
Taft, held the Federal tax power inadequate to control 
the evil of child labor. . 


In criticism of the first decision, Dean Rutledge 


pointed out that the interstate commerce clause had 
been used to prohibit the movement in interstate 
commerce of lottery tickets, impure foods and drugs, 
women for immoral purposes, obscene matter, - dis- 
eased cattle and persous, and intoxicating liquor. Yet 
it drew the line against prohibiting the products of 
child labor. 
that use of the taxing power as a power to destroy 
had previously been upheld by the court, notably 
when it sustained the action of Congress in driving 
state and private issues of currency out of existence, 
but the court refused to let it be used to end the 
horror of children in industry.

If there must be a constitutional “peg” on which

He thinks such a 
law might well be proposed as a phase of the pro- 
posed legislation calling for national control of in- 
dustry. He calls attention to the changed complexion 
of the court since the two previous decisiéns and 
finds it “difficult to believe that such men as Chief 
Justice Hughes and Justices Roberts, Cardozo and 
Stone would deny the validity” of a child labor law. 
With Justice Brandeis, who voted for it before, these 
would constitute a majority of the court.

Practicability of public ownership is shown by 84 cities over U. S. that earn enough 
from operating utilities to make local taxes unnecessary; municipally owned plants 
give good service, at rates sometimes almost half those of private companies; since 
former pay no dividends, consumers benefit by cheaper power and lifting of taxes.

IGHTY-FOUR cities in the United 
E States levy no taxes, yet perform aill 

the functions of ordinary cities, and keep 
out of debt. There is nothing extraordinary 
in their location or natural advantages; they 
pay operating expenses, as many efficient 
factories do, from their by-products, and 
they keep expenses down by cutting out 
waste. These cities range in population 
from a few hundred to over 20,000, and are 
located in 16 states. Oklahoma has ‘4, 
Kansas 7, Indiana 3, Michigan, lowa, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and Nebraska 2 each, and 
Georgia, Texas, Vermont, Idaho, Washing- 
ton, New York, New Jersey and Wyoming 
one each. 

It sounds too good to be true, but the fact 
is stubborn; these cities levy no taxes, yet 
they are efficiently run and furnish the ser- 
vices—police and fire protection, strédets, 
sewers and schools—that modern towns need. 

How is this possible, when most American

From German Refugees 


The letters from which extracts appear below 
Were received by St. Louisans; the first from 
Palestine, the second from London. 


HAVE been in this country since last 

Sunday and am writing to you today to 
give you an accurate account of condi- 
tions in Germany. All our relatives suffer 
under the burden which Bears down upon 
every Jew because of the unheard-of op- 
pression. Even though the boycott has been 
ostensibly suspended, it is nevertheless be- 
ing continued unofficially, and Hitler's pro- 
gram is apparently to make conditions for 
the Jews so severe that they are glad to 
leave Germany voluntarily. 

Each activity which can bring a little in- 
come to the Jews lies prostrate, and in most 
cases there is no longer capital which can 
be utilized as a reserve. It is not hard to 
see that within a very short time economic 
necessity must drive German Jewry either 
to emigration or extinction. 

The stories which have appeared in for- 
eign newspapers about nosés and ears cut 
off, etc., are not true, but in many cases 
Jews have been beaten and some deaths 
have occurred. Conditions in small town‘? 
have been especially bad. The windows 
of the A. family were smashed, and they 
fled to Holland by night. Many Jews are 
in foreign countries. 

In Germany, no one has the least idea 
where he stands. Arrests occur daily, and 
those arrested are not tried or sentenced-- 
only locked up without trial. On account 
of a letter which was discovered, four rela- 
tives of the A. family were arrested. 

When I heard that, in order to leave Get- 
many, one needed a special permit in ones 
passport, I left immediately. But here in 
Palestine it is difficult also, because 50 
many refugees are now arriving. My ship 
brought 1400, the next day 700 came, and 
today 2000 arrived, mostly from Germany. 

Many besides are in Switzerland and 
France, but fiey must have money, for those 
countries make one welcome but do not al- 
low one to work. I hope to be able to mak® 
a living here, for this is the only place in 
the world where one can, still do this with- 
out money.

such duties as may be prescribed 


by law.’ Thus we have made six 
heads for our executive department, 
each of the six heads elected by the 
neople, and largely independent of 


Sthe other five heads. 


“Most people believe that by their 
choice for Governor they determine 
the entire course and control of 
their state government. That is not} 
true. As the years have passed, 
the other elective officers have 
grasped more and more of the 
executive power. until now they 
have great departments under 
them, expending large portions of 
the revenues. The Governor has 
no influence over the departments 
controlled by the other officers.” 

He cited the action of Attorney- 
General Shartel in appearing in 
Federal Court in opposition to the 
Governor (Caulfield) and other 
members of the State Board of 
Equalization, in a railroad tax case. 
He said Shartel was acting in good 
faith, but that “he evidently be- 
lgved that in this case he was not 
to the 

overnor.” Such a system, he said, 
destroys harmony and co-operation 
in the State government. 

In talking of the “farming out of 
State government to boards and 
commissions,” Caulfield said there 
were 36 such bodies, not including 
those which, like the Tax Commis- 
sion and the Penal Board, are sub- 
ject to central executive control. 

“The present Governor and the 
Legislature are to be commended 


efor having abolished several boards, 


ommissions and offices,” he. said 
in continuing the criticism of the 
State government which he has 
often expressed. “They have abol- 
ished the Board of Agriculture and 
the Board of Health, and provided 
instead a Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and a Health Commissioner. 
both to be appointed and removed 
by the Governor. ‘These measures 
constitute a step in the right diree- 
tion, but only a step. With very 
few exceptions, all boards and 
commissions should be abolished, 
and all heads of departments 
should be made directly answerable 
to the Governor; who. would -have 
Power to appoint and remove them. 

“There need be no fear of giving 
the Governor too much executive 
Power. Missouri is in no danger of 
despotism. It does not suffer from 
Inefficiency due to disorganization.”

you have not the proper material 
for a first-round slam-try.

When the Grand-Slam Decision Is

find out about that additional half- 
trick. He must himeelf possess an 
opening two no-trump bid to be in- 
dependent of that extra half-trick 
for grand-slam purposes.

the opener could not make a mis- 
take if the bidding went—one no 
trump, two no trumps, four no 
trumps, six clubs. He knows posi- 
tively that his partner’s club suit is 
K 10 x x x; consequently, he must 
have two tricks in the other suits. 
These can only be in K-Q of spades 
and (a) the kings of hearts and 
diamonds, or (b) king-queen of dia- 
monds and nothing in hearts. Dia- 
monds could be spades and vice 
versa in each case without affecting 
the argument. The former combs 
nation means 13 lay-down tricks; 
the latter might at worst involve a 
heart finesse for grand slam, but 
is more likely to be simplified by 
the opponents setting up a fourth 
spade in the course of their agon- 
ized discarding on the clubs. If 
they discard perfectly, they will 
probably be unable to avoid locat- 
ing for declarer which eventual 
finesse to take—against the king 
of hearts or against the jack of 
spades—always assuming that the 
opening lead did not solve the prob- 
lem at the very outset. 


There Is Nothing New Under the 
Sun. : 


Even in contract this seems to be 
true. Bryan McCampbell’s Auction 
Tactics, published about 1915, con- 
tained the principles of the arti- 
ficial club bids. He advocated a 
bid of one in a minor suit as a 
conventional opening bid which 
partner must take out, preferably 
in a no-trump; the first bid prom- 
ised no length in the suit named— 
which might be a three-card hold- 
ing.

sleeves and high neck lines and ev- 
ery school girl at the commence- 
ment festivities sweeping the 
ground with starched’ circular 
flounces. We were already going 
back to—to use the phrase of that 
day—fin de siecle modes and man- 
ners, and once having started it 
was to be expected that the pace 
would be accelerated with wheels. 
As it has been. 


The bicycle craze is distinctly an 
1890 revival. It was the bicycle 
which had a lot to do with making 
the Gay 90’s gay. The invention of 
pneumatic tires‘and the “safety” 
with wheels of equal size, succeed- 
ing the high wheeler which only: 
daring sportamen attempted, took 
place in that decade and the fur- 
ther removal of a rod and the in- 
stallation of skirt guards making 
the wheel evailable to women, led 


to a diversion which simply swept 
the country, involving every level 
of society, especially—until the au- 
tomobile diverted their attention— 
the fashionables. 


According to one reminiscencer, 
Russell Crouse in his “It Seems 
Like Yesterday,” the bicycle 


brought the first traffic and park- 
ing problem. Almost every impor- 
tant office building and. hotel set 
aside a room in which bicycles 
might be racked. Speeding became 
an issue and brought the first or- 
dinances limiting it. The problem of 
the day was the scorcher, He came 
to be a recognized menace and sub- 
ject of letters to the editor. The 
coaster was another against whom 
it was necessary to pass laws. It 
was the pleasure of the hellions of 
the time to make their way to 
whatever hill was closest and dash 
down it with whatever momentum 
the slope provided. The sport even- 
tually was forbidden within city 
limits. In New York a youngster 
named Al Smith became known as 
the “coaster king.” The same who 
afterward became candidate for 
President. One conspicuous infrac- 
tor hailed into court was the Duke 
of Mariborough, come to woo a 
Vanderbilt. heiress, bringing his 


bike and coasting once too often 
in Central Park. 

Bicycle clubs flourished. It was 
the object of many of the mést 
ardent of amateur sportsmen 
among these to ride a hundred 
miles and century runs of these or- 
ganizations became famous. 

As is always claimed by their pro- 
tagonists the 90’s also were the age 
of innocence. “They were sober, 
too, these cyclists from the stand- 
point of liquor at least. The modern 
motorist can take the wheel of his 
car after he has had more than 
enough. He may drive to his own 
or another’s death, but he can drive. 
The bicyclist has the problem of 
balance to face. He couldn't ride 
unless he could keep his wheel up- 
right.” , 

* * * 
HERE may be further reas- 
surance that with the revival 
of the bicycle area a more temper- 
ate era is going to succeed prohi- 
tion. 

It was, of course, the automobile 
and its mushroom development that 
put an end to that era unique in 
transportation in this country. Eu- 
rope never has abandoned the bi- 
cycle for pleasure and practical 
purposes. In England there are 6,- 
000,000 membexs of cycling clubs. In 


Copenhagen so many ride to and 
from work on wheels that they 
comprise the rush hour traffi 
problem. 

Well, history repeats itself as it 
has a way of doing. But those of 
us who fall into the habit of saying 
‘it seems only yesterday,” have got 
to acknowledge there is a differ- 
ence. A great deal of water has 
flown under the Eads Bridge since 
1890. 

The bicycle brought the first re- 
form in women’s dress, the bloom- 
ers and divided skirts, but in the 
light of later developments, reforms 
didn’t get very far. It is a far 
different feminine figure that 
mounts a wheel nowadays. Just the 
proper costume seems still in doubt 
judging by the variety we see. To
